A story cf desertion and slow starv atio n 
has come to lig h t recently, and it h as for 
th e laet few days been attracting th e a t­ 
tention of som e of th e ch aritable ladies 
of the city. 
I t appears th at M rs. Vogel 
cam e h ere about two years ago w ith h er 
buBband, from St. Louis. 
She brought 
here quite a snug little am ount of m oney, 
som e $4,000 or $5,000, an d this w as used 
in furnishing a little house on Mission 
road and in starting h er husband in busi­ 
ness. 
F or som e reason or other h e r hus­ 
band's business ventures did n o t prove 
successes an d h er m oney gradually m elted 
aw ay, until she had only $500 left. 
Tfcis 
was invested in a saloon last fall, and. 
like all th e rest of th e Vogel’s a ttem p ts, 
th is w as a failure, an d be soon found 
him self w ithout funds and w ithout oc­ 
cupation. 
A bout th ree m onths ago Mrs. 
Vogel found herself deserted w ith a baby 
ODly a m onth old, an d another child 
som ew here in the neighborhood of five 
years of age. 
She could not leave her 
children to go out to work, an d th e 
consequence was th a t to furnish food for 
th e th ree m ouths, sbo had to sell her 
clothing an d furniture.

She paw ned her jew elry, an d as is a l­ 
ways th e case, ohe was able to obtain 
very little upon it. 
F o r a watc*- chain 
w hich h ad criginally cost about $50, th e 
paw n-broker loaned her $4, an d on th is 
th e in terest rem ained UDpiid.

d ay th e children grew th in n er, and in 
decving herself 
food to give 
them , 
she 
w asted 
aw ay 
until 
sh e 
is 
scarcely th e shadow of w hat sh e was 
when she arrived here two y ears ago. 
She had nothing left except :t sewing 
m achine, w hich coet about $00 w hen 
new. 
T his 6he endeavored to sell for 
$15, b ut the highest oiler she could obtain 
was $10, and, w hen her condition be­ 
cam e kuow n, she had not disposed of it. 
She did not talk of h er poverty or suffer­ 
ing to her neighbors, and it w as only 
when her baby becam e seriously sick 
th at sh e becam e frightened, and appealed 
for aid. 
H er case was reported to som e 
of the charitable ladies and to H um ane 
Officer W right, and, after inveetigation, 
they found th a t h er etory was true, and 
are now m aking arrangem ents to send 
h er back to h er form er hom e at St. Louis, 
w here she h as relatives who are well off. 
She h as heard no word from h er husband 
since he deserted h er.

An Attache of the Russian 
Ministry in Town.

E m p ero r A lexander I I I W ants

Mr. S. J. Rauuer, of St. Petersburg, 
an attache of the Ministry of the Russian 
Imperial Household, is at the Nadeau 
Hotel. 
Hearing that M r. Rauner was 
h ereo n im portant business, a H erald 
m an called on him yesterday evening, 
and was graciously accorded the pleasure 
of an interview. 
The tourist, a dis­ 
tinguished-looking individual with the 
characteristic brown curly beard and 
honest blue eyes of the Slav race, spoke 
in broken, but perfectly intelligible Eng* 
lish, as he warmly welcomed his visitor, 
and a questi n as to the object of his 
journey was answered by “ I am eent to 
the United States by the Emperor to ob­ 
tain information regarding cotton, wheat 
and tobacco cuitare, and also to inquire 
particularly into your methods of irriga­ 
tion in Southern California. The rea­ 
sons for such an expedition are as fol­ 
low*: In 1884 tie Southern boundary 
line of Russia was,by a military force un­ 
der General Skobeloff, extended toward 
Afghanistan. This gives us now about 
1,000,000 acres of land in Western Turk­ 
estan, in the great hollow plains of the 
Caspian and Aral Seas. 
It is just about 
the same sort of country as what you 
call your detert sections here, and has 
about the same climate. Situated in 
this is the ancient city of Merv, and a 
thousand years ago it is certain a great 
part of the country was under cultiva­ 
tion, for there are rem nants of great irri­ 
gating ditches, similar to those found 
around 
the 
Salt 
River, 
in 
Ari­ 
zona. 
You 
will 
doubtless 
recall 
that Timurleng, or Tamerland, as he 
ia more generally called, swept across 
C entral Asia at the head of a ferocious 
horde and destroyed the improvements 
of this early civilization. 
No attem pt of 
any note has been made to build it up 
again, although the Turcomans are an 
intelligent class of people and can by no 
means be classed amongst the roving 
tribes. Tbey have their schools, churches 
and their own language, and are willing 
to go ahead, though 
they 
cannot 
do much without outside help. Now 
the Emperor has a 
private 
estate 
of 300,000 acres in this Merv oasis,as it is 
called, and he is desirous of putting it 
into cultivation. He has already made a 
donation of 500,000 ronbles {about $300,­ 
000) toward the cause, and has further 
appointed me to fnlly investigate the ir­ 
rigation methods of other countries, and 
render a full report to him. There will 
not be much difficulty about the water, 
for the Murghab river, from the Hindoo- 
Kooeh mountains, rans through the oasis 
into the desert beyond, where it finally 
disappears.'* 
THE UNE OF TRAVEL. 
“ My plans and rou’e mapped out on 
receiving the commission were as fol­ 
lows: It was eight months ago when I 
left St. Petersburg, and I came directly 
to Washington, where I presented my 
credentials to Baron Rosen, the Russian 
Charge 
d ’Affaires 
in 
the country. 
H e 
furnished 
me 
with 
letters to 
the Governors of the different States 
where I desired to carry on my labors, 
and then I left for the South. I looked 
through the plantations of Georgia and 
Alabama, and then went into Louisiana 
and wintered in New Orleans. I am en- 
"qairicg into the American methods of 
handling cotton, wheat and tobacco cropB 
simply with the desire of discovering what 
improvements as regards their culture 
have been made. You know Russia is 
very much charmed with the American 
m ethods of handling crops, and we 
already have some of your wheat har­ 
vesters over there. Now, if I see anything 
new in the line of agricultural imple­ 
m ents, I will carefully study their opera­ 
tion, and report regarding them to tt e 
Emperor. 
In Southern California my 
mission is, as I said before, to look at 
your methods of irrigation. 
I will re­ 
main here for a few days, and will then 
f 


o to San Francisco to see Professor 
lilgard, who has kindly furnished me 
with a good many hints as to how to 
pursue my labors in this part of the 
country. I will look over the northern 
part of the State for a day cr two, 
and then go directly to P aris; from there 
to Algiers, and then to the banks of the 
Nile, to pee the irrigation works there. 
My next destination is Central Asia, and 
then back to St. Petersburg, where I 
m ust report to the Emperor during the 
early part of next year.” 
“ Is it intended to make this Merv 
oasis a wheat section ?” asked the re­ 
porter. 
“ Well, we will undoubtedly produce a 
good deal cf grain, but our principal crop 
will be alfalfa, which is now raised ex 
tensively in Central Asia, and has been 
for 2,000 years past.” 
California’s good name. 
“ Did yon ever hear of Los Angeles 
whilst in R ussia?’’ asked the H erald 
man. 
“ Yes, it was spoken of in St. Peters- 
h rg t s one of the phenomenal American 
cities that eprutw up in a few years, and 
by reason of having all the latest im ­ 
provements, is therefore more a type of 
civilization than towns that h a\e stood 
for ages. 
But as to the State, why Ca’i* 
fornia is well known. 
One hears its 
E 


aises in oar cities of St. Petersburg and 
oscow, and I must say that they are 
well-deserved. 
I have only been here a 
few hours, but 
what I saw during 
m y journey into the town convinces me 
that this is a wonderful place. I am 
S 
>ing over to Pasadena as the guest of 
overnor Sheldon, whom I had the 
pleasure of meeting on the train.” 
“ How are politics in Russia at the 
present tim e?” was the next question. 
“ Everything is quiet Russia is not de­ 
sirous of sweeping in any other coun­ 
tries; she has enough now. 
Why, onr 
boundary line along the Chinese Em ­ 
pire done is 5.0C0miles long. I am glad to 
be able to say that the ‘Nihilism’ it 
dying tu t. 
It crops up again now and 
then in the cities, it is true, but only in 
a m anner similar to your Socialistic up­ 
risings in Chicago. 
No doubt a good 
m any people here think that the Em ­ 
peror Eever goes out unless he is sur­ 
rounded by a swarm of soldiers. This íb 
fallacious. 
He and the Empress drive 
about the streets together, thoogh 1 
m ust say th at the Em press will never al­ 
low her husband 
to go 
out alone 
She 
say* 
th at

have,

s o one will throw dynamite bombs whilst 
she is by his Bide. She is right, too, in 
h er theory, for she is universally beloved 
8he and ner 
sister, the Princess of

Dur­ 
ing winter the royal family and the no­ 


bility i s id e at St. Petersburg, and then 
we have our ‘season.’ Directly summer 
comes society breaks up, the Emperor 
and Empress going generally to their 
Castle Cronenberg in Denmark, while 
the nobles spread all over the continent. 
St. Petersburg is the axis of Russian so­ 
ciety for, although there are nobles at 
Moscow, 
they 
are 
the commercial 
nobility. 


E M PE R O R NOT CZA R. 
I notice that you always call the ruler 
of your nation the Emperor and ^ never 
the Czar,” said the reporter. “ Why íb 
tais'.” ; 
, 
. 
, 
•‘The Emperor is what he is always 
called in Russian society,” was the reply. 
Czar is the expression used by the 
people.” 
How are your new railroads progress­ 
ing,” asked the penciller. 
"V ery well indeed, and altogether we 
have 25,000 miles in operation now. 
There ib a railroad over the Ural Moun­ 
tains to Siberia, and the Trans-Caspian 
Railroad running from the east side of the 
Caspian Sea for 1,000 miles. We run our 
railroads on the American plan.withlong 
open coaches, instead of the boxed-up 
compartments they have in England. 
By the way, the tirbt rail line ever con­ 
structed iu Russia—that from St. Peters­ 
burg to Moscow—was constructed in 1855 
or 1856, by an American from, I believe. 
Philadelphia. 
You have no doubt heard 
the story of its building. 
The proprie­ 
tors of the great estates began to squab­ 
ble as to which way it should go, each, 
of course, wanting it across his property. 
The matter was brought up before the 
Emperor, 
and the nobles presented 
themselves and gave in their respective 
claims. The arguing was at its height 
when the Emperor interrupted them by 
asking for a map. Then, taking a ruler 
and a pencil, be drew a straight line be­ 
tween the two cities. “ That is the way 
it must go,” he said. And so it did. We 
are very anxious now regarding this rail­ 
road to the Pacific, and a Russian-Amer- 
ican Company has been formed for the 
purpose. The idea is to build across Si­ 
beria to a point on the Pacific Ocean on 
about the same latitude as San Francisco, 
and then connect with your side by 
means of a line of steamships.” 
“ According to your form of govern­ 
ment, the people have no direct repre­ 
sentation in the affairs of State, have 
they ?” asked the H e r a l d man. 
“ Well, no; tbey do not elect a parlia­ 
ment or anything of that sort. The prin­ 
cipal legislative body is the Council of 
the Empire, which considers everything 
before it is carried to the Emperor. The 
members of this body are, however, ap­ 
pointed by the ruler of the Dation. 
It 
must not be forgotten, though, that Russia 
has to be governed in a peculiar manner. 
Here, and in most other countries, you 
have one people, but there there are 
many different races—hence a republic is 
impossible. Our government is, there­ 
fore, called an absolute despotism and in 
the sense of the expression it doubtless 
is, but the tyranny that some people as­ 
sociate with such a rule is quite mis­ 
judged. For instance, you hear terrible 
stones regarding Siberia, and the man­ 
ner in which the convicts are treated 
there. These reporta are exaggerated, 
though—the men are made to work, but 
that is all. The brutality and horror of the 
place are imaginary. You see we rarely 
iiave capital punishment in Russia, and 
the consequence is that with such a 
mighty Empire, there is bound to be a 
big collection of criminals, and many of 
them have to be treated harshly to keep 
them in subjection. 
Bat those who are 
well-behaved are always remembered by 
good treatm ent.” 
Mr. Rauner then chattad pleasantly 
for teveral minutes on affairs in general, 
and expressed his delight at the hos­ 
pitality he 
has found wherever his 
American wanderings have led him. He 
will doubtless, therefore, do Eome big 
advertising for this section when he re­ 
turns home and relates his adventures 
in the ‘ wild West.”

B e W ill V lNlt « lie P a r le E x p o s it io n 
a n d E u r o p e G e n e r a lly - 
Governor Waterman has done a grace­ 
ful and gracious thing in appointing Mr. 
Eugene Germain as Commissioner of 
California to the Paris Exposition. Mr. 
Germain is a thoroughly representative 
man, of experience and intelligence, who 
will capably take care of the interests of 
the State at th e g eat Exposition. He 
will leave this city in a few days, prob­ 
ably on Saturday, next, with hiB family, 
and proceed direct to Paris. After his 
mission there has been accomplished, he 
will visit other parts of Europe, partly on 
pleasure, but also combining business 
w ith it. In view of these facie a few 
worcB on Mr. Germain’s career here 
may not be without interest. He came 
to Los Angeles in 1869, arriving in the 
ciliy on the 12th day of May, or 
juSt twenty years ago on the day he will 
probably leave here on his pilgrimage to 
Europe. 
Mr. Germain came here a 
young man, and with little to start with 
besides his youth and pluck. His rise 
in the business community has been 
steady and rapid. 
W hen the Produce 
Exchange was established, he was one 
of the prime owners and as he was also 
in the Board of Trade. 
In the few yearB 
of the existence of these bodies, he has 
been three times elected President of the 
one, and twice of the other. He was 
the organizer of the Germain Fruit Com­ 
pany, of which he has always been 
President. 
He did as much as any 
man in this section to open up the 
markets of the Fast for California pro­ 
ducts. 
How well he has prospered dur­ 
ing his sojourn here may be seen by the 
fact that he leaves three large brick 
blocks in course of construction to be fin­ 
ished by the time he returns. One is on 
Main street just below Second, another 
is in Los Angeles street just south of 
Commercial, and the third is on Los 
Angeles street just below Second. These 
three blocks will cost $100,000. 
Mr. 
Germain 
has recently established a 
great nursery and seed department, and it 
mainly in this interest that he visits the 
old world. 
He will, while abroad, estab­ 
lish connections in all the countries of 
Europe, by which means he will be able 
to secure all new varieties of shrubs and 
flowers, and all that is rare in these lines 
in all their ramifications. 
He leaves be­ 
hind him a large circle 
of very warm 
friends, who will send with him the beBt 
of good wishes across the big ferry, and 
hopes for his safe return after a success­ 
ful trip. 


WRONGLY IMPRISONED. 


A n I n n o c e n t 1*1 a n a t H a r d l.a b o r 
In I 'o U o m . 
Nothing has been done aB yet, and 
nothing seems likely to be done in the 
case of Matt Sullivan, the man who is 
imprisoned at Folsom for a crime which, 
it haB Bince been shown, he did not com­ 
mit. Judge Cheney stated yesterday, in 
answer to an inquiry on the m atter, that 
he considered he had done his full duty 
in the m atter in laying a statement of 
the case before the Governor, and if the 
latter official did not choose to act, there 
was nothing that could possibly be done. 
M att Sullivan was a respectable work­ 
man who was arrested some time last fall 
on the charge of robbery. The China­ 
man whose pockets had been rifled by 
some partially masked man declared on 
oath his conviction tliat Sullivau was the 
robber. 
He attempted to prove an alibi, 
but was unsuccessful. A jury of his peers 
found him guilty and he was sentenced 
to serve three years at hard labor at Fol­ 
som. 
Some time after, Sullivan went North, 
still protesting his innocence. 
Kirby, 
who was convicted on several charges of 
robbery and assault, made a general con­ 
fession of his sins, and ho described the 
particular afluir with the Chinaman lor 
which Sullivan had been convicted. 
A 
little investigation brought the fact to 
light th at the Chinaman had made a 
m istake in the identity of his assailant 
and th at Kirby and Germain were the 
guilty parties. 
The innocence of Sullivan being thuB 
demonstrated beyond a doubt, the Dis­ 
trict Attorney prepared a statem ent of the 
case, which was subscribed to by Judge 
Cheney, before whom Sullivan had been 
tried, and a petition wae sent with it to 
Governor Waterman asking for an im­ 
mediate discharge of the man. This was 
more than two months ago. The Gover­ 
nor, for some mysterious reason, paid no 
attention whatever to the request. 
In 
the meantime, several other pardons have 
been granted, but this one, which is most 
undeniably just, has been neglected. 
Sullivan has very few friends in the 
city, and they are, for the most part, of 
his own class, and. therefore, not influen­ 
tial. This accounts, in a measure, for the 
wrong which is being done him.

Ferner, the pawnbroker, with a misde­ 
meanor, in failing to comply with the 
State law on the subject of the pawu- 
broking business.

No Stute is more directly interested 
than California in th e carrying out of the 
plan initiated by Corgrees to establish 
great reeervoirs for the storage of water 
to irrigate the arid lands that belong to 
the public domain. If we except our 
mountain lands, we have little other 
th an arid land left fcr the poor settler. 
The first step in this great work isa thor­ 
ough survey of the lands to be irrigated, 
in connection with the reservoir possi­ 
bilities for the storage of the water 
needed. Senators Stew art and Stan­ 
ford have both appeared before the 
Executive Com m ittee of 
the State 
Board 
of ' Trade and 
given their 
views on this im portant subject. They 
w ill be found in our dispatches. Senator 
Stew art assured the Board that the Sen­ 
ate Committee having the m atter in 
hand wculd accomplish results that 
w ould eurpiife the whole world w ith ref 
erence to the possibilities of its plane. 
H e believed that four million dollars 
could be judiciously used in the surveys 
alone. The *250,000 already appropri­ 
ated for that pur puse would be used only 
a t the initial point9. Senator Stanford, 
in bis rem arks before the Board, devel­ 
oped a familiarity w ith the subject winch 
showed that he had given it deep thought 
and earnest study. 
Our arid lands are now utterly worth­ 
less. W ith accessible water for irritia 
tion, they can be m ade as valuable as the 
best of our riparian lands. It will cost 
less to irrigate arid lands under a com­ 
prehensive system , such as is proposed, 
th an it costs now to clear tim ber lands, 
and make them re a lv for cultivation. 4 
point that is, parbaps, not always con­ 
sidered is the fact that, as our arid lands 
are made productive by irrigation, the 
volume of water required lor them be­ 
comes less; for it is a well-settled natural 
law , that the greater the cultivation, the 
greater becomes 
the natural

ply 
of 
m oisture. 
The 
Sierra 
Nevada m ountains in this State are 
natural reservoirs. A great deal of our 
irrigation is now stored in them for sum­ 
m er use by congelation. 
The snows 
th at cling to their highest elevations are 
gradually melted in sum m er, and afford 
th e supply received by the great cana s 
th at now traverse the San Jcaquin 
plains. To supplem ent this storage by 
reservoirs that would hold the supply 
th at falls and rem ains in its fluid state, 
would afford water enough to irrigate 
every acre of arid land between the 
Sierra Nevada and the coast m nge of 
m ountains. The entire Mojave desert, 
as well as the Colorado desert, can be 
m ade tillable by a system ot storage 
reservoirs, judiciously located. 
As we said before, we have little else 
in the public dom ain for the poor settler 
to m ake a home on than lands that are 
now arid and uninhabitable. The time 
has come when they should be reclaim ed 
and subjugated to productive uses. The 
G overnm ent cannot exercise its powers 
for a more beneficial object than in doing 
th is great work._______________ 


The new County Courthouse is rising 
apace from its conspicuous site on old 
H igh School hill. One can now form an 
idea of the great size and beauty of the 
structure when finished. Its portals are 
all arched, and present a very graceful 
appearance. The m aterial is composed of 
brownstone and granite, lined inside 
w ith brick. A t every salient point there 
is appropriate ornam entation chiselled 
outo f the stone. A large force of a tine- 
cut te n are at work in the yard, fashion­ 
ing 
and 
finishing 
the 
various 
pieces. The builders are working upon 
th e walls of the third story in places, and 
although the progreeBof the edifice seems 
Blow, it is really as rapid as th e erection 
of a structure of such perm anence and 
solidity ought to proceed. 
The great 
weight of the euperetrccture, as it goes 
np, will have tim e to settle, so that 
when the building is finished it will 
have reached its perm anent baBis of im- 
bedm ent. That point having been ob­ 
tained in the course of its erection, there 
will be no daDger cf cracks or seam s in 
th e walls after the edifice is turned over 
to the county. It will be a credit to our 
city and section. 


A L ondon cable dispatch says that 
Col. Fred G rant, our Minister to Austria, 
attended Queen V ictoria's drawing-room, 
but th at be did not look impressive in 
silk stockings and knee breeches. We 
fear th a t Fred’s early education has been 
neglected. If he had been the member 
of an Am erican am ateur troupe, as most 
of his young countrym en have been, he 
would have know n how to look itnproi- 
eive in tights. It is not everybody’s 
calves th at ehow out stout, symme­ 
trical and “ im pressive” w ithout the 
necessary am ount of artistic pad­ 
ding. If Fred had just called upon 
H arry Dam, who is “ doing the grand” in 
Cockaigne, th at green-room oracle would 
have fixed him ont ko im pressively that

T h e Council has taken the bit in its 
teeth, and is running off w ith the 
wagon. In answ er to an advertisem ent 
for bids frcm banking institutions to re ­ 
ceive and pay out the city moneys, the 
Los ADgeles Savings Bank offered to pay 
the city 3 per cent, on daily balance de­ 
posits, This would yield a revenue, from 
the funds, of from *1,200 to *1,500 per 
month. The Council refused to act upon 
the bid on the pretext that the by-laws 
of the Savings B ank required that 
tim e notice 
should 
be 
given by 
depositors 
before 
drawing 
money. 
But 
it waH show n that provision 
was made in the laws and regu­ 
lations of the bunk fcr the deposit and 
paying out of public money in the sam e 
way as is done«by commercial banks. 
The showing only seem s to have had the 
effect of aggravating the situation, for the 
Council proceeded at once to make the 
handling of th e public funds, instead of 
a 60urceof revenue, an additional charge 
to the city, by passing an ordinance to 
appoint a Deputy City Treasurer. Tb 
M ayorV om ptly vetoed this ordinance, 
and protested against the action of the 
Council in refusing to obey the Charter 
by letting th e public funds out to the 
bank m aking the best bid for handling 
them . The Council lost no tim e in sit­ 
ting down upon the veto. The question 
now arises w hether the Council intends 
to defy the new C harter, under which it 
had its being, or obey its injunctions; 
not only this, but to turn one vf its econ­ 
omic provisions into a vehicle of waste 
and extravagance. 
That is the way it 
looks now. The C harter makes a m an­ 
datory provieion, and the Conncil sees 
fit to disregard it. 
The Mayor vetoes a 
measure that accentuates the contuma­ 
cious attitude of the Council, and the 
Council incontinently Bits down on the 
veto. 
If this is to be the game, the 
people will not be slow to take a hand in 
it. A Iransparent violation of the organic 
municipal law, especially to the detri­ 
m ent of the public interest, will not be 
tolerated tam ely by the people. Public 
opinion is still a power, and those who 
defy it will soon find that they cannot 
do so with im punity.

TIIE TESTIMONY ON COMMISSIONS. 
The public riom of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission, in which the 
hearingB aro held, presented an ani 
mated appearance this morning, due to 
the presence of a la ge num ber of rail­ 
road men, who have come to W ashing­ 
ton as representatives of their roads, 
pursuant to the order of the Commission, 
issued on the ltith of April, which ie 
qnired the presence of the repreeenta- 
tives of twenty-six carriers, m ost of 
them W estern roads, to set forth what 
comxnhbiuu each of them pays upon the 
sale of passengr-r tickets, aud to whom, 
and how this business is conducted. 
Several of the roads had filed answers 
with the Commission, but the majority 
answered through accredited representa­ 
tives. 
The general trend of th e testi­ 
mony was tiiat the roads are paving 
commissions in accordance w ith the 
rates established by the W estern Passen­ 
ger Agents’ Association, aud th at the 
roads wore a ‘ting under this agreem ent, 
which was generally faithfully observed, 
to the betterm ent of the service. Several 
railroad representatives, in th eir testi­ 
m ony, declared that no demoralization 
existed on account of commission-paying, 
and none was anticipated. 
General Traflic M anager C larke, of the 
Chicago, St. Paul, M inneapolis aud 
Om aha road, said he regarded the effect 
of th e agreem ent between the various 
passenger associations west of Chicago, 
regarding commissions, as a great im ­ 
provem ent over the demoralized condi­ 
tion of business previous to the agree­ 
m ent. The money m ade by commission 
agents had been considerably reduced, 
owing to the stoppage of the paym ent of 
commissions by many of the Eastern 
tru n k lines. The commissions paid last 
year by his company am ounted to more 
th an *8,C00. 
G eneral PasceDger Agent Ruggles, of 
the M ichigan Central, said his company 
paid no commissions, nor does it allow 
its agents to accept them . An exception 
was made of em igrant business and 
som e Pacific Coast business. 
G eneral Paesenger Agenc Ford, of the 
Pennsylvania lines west of Pittsburg, 
said that his company had paid no com­ 
m issions Bince the passage tf the Inter­ 
sta te law. 
The answer of the Chicago and Alton 
road detailed the commission business of 
th at company. It also contained a num ­ 
ber of charges against the im proper use 
of mileage tickets, etc. Receiver Mc- 
N ulta, of the W abaeh, entered a general 
cenial of the charges, and General M an­ 
ager Chappell, of the A lton, testified in 
rebuttal of M cNulta’s statem ents. Gen­ 
eral Paseenecr Agent Daniels, ot the 
New York Central, gives it as his opinion 
th a t the paym ent of a commission on 
th e sale of tickets frequently results in 
th e cutting of rates. Several Eastern 
general passenger agents were exam ­ 
ined, among whom the opinion seem ed 
to prevail th at commission-paying re­ 
sulted in rate-cutting, and was injurious 
to railway managem ent. 
CALLED TEA BY COURTESY. 
A rather sensational report upon the 
subject of the teas sent to the American 
m arket has been made to the State De­ 
partm ent by Consul Crowell, at Amoy, 
C hina. H e sayB that while this year’s 
crop shows a shrinkage of 23,000 half­ 
chests, its inferiority is fully equal to 
th a t of last year’s crop. The Consul 
says that a large proportion of the Amoy 
Oolong is poorly cultivated, poorly picked 
and cured, aud adulterated. The Amoy 
Com m issioners of Custom s called it 
“ stuff,” which was alone wanted in 
America. Nearly the whole crop is 
m arketei in the United States. It is the 
greeil of the importers and exporters 
th at alone makes it possible to impose 
this vile Btuff upon the American public. 
The Consul hopes that the tea-drinkers 
of America may be protected against the 
so-called tea known as Amoy Oolong, 
and says that Ihe existing laws against 
the importation cf bad and adulterated 
teas are sufficient to do it if properly en­ 
forced. Most of the Oolong goes to New 
^ Tj Rnt* an h°nest inspection there 
would prevent its importation.
